also  to  the  S.  P.  ('.  K.  for  jxrants  in  furtherance  of  ediK'ation  and  in 
aid  "f  the  erection  of  widl  ni;jli  every  .•liiirch  ever  built  within  tbi^ 
Oioeese,    cannot   simply   l)e   expressed    in    words. 

For  half  a  ceiitiirv  a  spc c.al  ofl'erini.'  has  been  mad(^  each  vear 
in  everv  diiirdi  ("with  rare  omissioiisi  in  aid  of  the  Society's  ( ■cn- 
(  ra!  Fund,  Mi-sion  ]''imd.  and  f'eiision  Fund.  .\nd  in  every  cnn- 
trreeation.  endi  autumn,  a  lioiisi>-fo-lioiise  collection  made  in  behalf 
of  the  same.  The  various  I'linds  under  tb.>  Socidv's  manafrement 
itow  a  t.'^.' re  irate  close  upon  «>1 ,000,000.  Their  revenue,  all  in  use.  is 
pooli'd  to  lessen  the  possible  loss  to  individual  interests.  It  is 
worfliv  of  thankful  note  thai  tbroii'rh  a  [leriod  of  sixty  years,  nn  loss 
has  been  itu  iiried  throiit:li  bad  investment. 

The  Piocese  is  well  supplied  with  churches  and  parsonaces. 
Whilst  a  condition  of  self-support  is  b(>im;  consfuntlv  iirped  upon 
old  missions,  th.  time  is  apiiareiitlv  far  distant  when  even  the 
majoritv  of  thei  will  attain  to  this  state,  our  people,  whilst  all 
fheerrul  ^rivers,  beinp  for  the  most  part  ( omparitivdy  poor 
Thanks,  however,  to  the  mentioned  V<-  "  .  slowlv  biiilt  up.  tbe 
Diocese  as  a  r>ioceS(-  is  self-supporting:  ,id  financially  fairlv  well 
eniiipped.     For  this  we  have  ^rreat  cause  for  thankf'biess.
